TOBACCO AND REVENUE TAX. 


How Does the Jobber Make Up the Ex: 
tra Tax on the Weed. 


The retails tobacconist who sells you 
your package of smoking can’t tell you 
just how the jobber or manufacturer 
makes up for the extra revenue Uncle 
Sam has placed on each package for 
war expenses. No apparent change is 
noticeable in the size of the bags or 
boxes of the standard articles. In the 
best-known goods retailers and job- 
bers were generally sufficiently well 
supplied with stocks, stamped before 
the war tax became effective, to carry 
them along for months. Now the war- 
taxed products are coming in. The 
packages all seem to be of the same 
size and shape and as familiar in ap- 
pearance as of yore. But if you ex- 
amine closely you will find that the 
tobacco is packed in more loosely and 
consequently there is not so much of 
it as you got for the same price six 
months ago. Of course the manufac- 
turers had to make up the extra reve- 
nue, and that’s the way they do it, 
recognizing that it would be unwise 
to change the size, shape or general 
appearance of goods that hold a 
standard position in the market.

SHE OWNS A WHOLE TOWN. 


Gow Mrs. Biackwell Came Into Posses- 
siom of the City of David. 


Not long ago the Cherokees down in 
Indian territory began a suit against 
some pale: face trespassers and the re- 
sult has been that Mrs. Rosa Black- 
well has been declared owner of a 
thriving city on the St. Louis and San 
Francisco road. This makes another 
step in an interesting set of circum- 
stances, and was the only way of 
averting armed conflict and much 
bloodshed. Three years ago the town 
of David was laid out by surveyors 
from Wichita. At that time Col. An- 
drew Jackson Blackwell, whose wife 
has some Cherokee blood in her veins, 
had about 4,000 acres under fence. 
Cherokee law does not permit individ- 
ual ownership of land, all of which be- 
longs to the community. Any citizen 
may cult.vate as much as he can rent 
or fence, and when the surveyors ar- 
rived Col, Blackwell saw a chance to 
make money by having the town locat- 
ed on the land he had fenced. This 


| he succeeded in doing, after which he 


| 
| 
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and his wife toured Kansas and Ok- 
lahoma, inducing people to go there 
and settle. Lots were sold to them 
for $5 each. Before long he had sev- 
people there. The In- 
dians did not offer any objection to 
the arrival of all these strangers, but 
the incursion did not please them any 
too well. One night after a number 
of houses had been built the settlers 
were alarmed to hear war whoops in 
the near-by timber. Mrs. Blackwell 
Suspected that the Cherokees were 
coming to drive the whites away, per- 
haps to slaughter them. She hurried 
out to meet the angry redskins, and 
after much parley induced them to 
forego for a time their bloody purpose. 
The Indians retired for a time, but fin- 
ally said they were not to be stopped, 
and that the trespassers must leave at 
once. This was impossible, of course, 
and Col. Blackweil offered to suffer if 
any crime had been committed. He 
was reminded that death was the pen- 
alty for selling land to the whites as 
he had done. The colonel was taken 
to Claremore, where a council of In- 
dians condemned him to be shot. His 
wife managed to set him at liberty, and 
he is now a fugitive from Indian ter- 
ritory. Meantime more settlers lo- 
cated at David, until about 1,000 whites 
were living there. Then the Indians 
brought suit for trespass against them, 
intrusion on such lands being a viola- 
tion of both federal and Indian law. 
Judge Springer declared against the 
Whites and threatened to confiscate 
their property. They at once had it 
transferred into Mrs. Blackwell’s name 
the Cherokees agreeing to this, as she 
had Indiazi blood in her veins. She 
now has the rightful ownership to ev- 
erything in the city of David, a thriv- 
ing town of over 1,000 inhabitants,with 
every regulation of a city. She appre- 
ciates the kindness of the whites in the 
past, however, and no rent is charged, 
and everything moves on as before. 


Effective Trimming. 


A trimming for a house dress, very 
light in weight, but exceedingly effec- 
tive, is made from very narrow gauze 
or taffeta ribbon, gathered either ât 
ene edge or in the middle, and sewed 
upon the skirt to form an all-over de- 
sign. The entire skirt may be carried 
with the ruches, or they may form a 
deep garniture at the hem, bands 
around the skirt, an apron or overskirt 
simulated by curved or rectangular 
rows, a polonaise effect, or a peplum 
or basque outline.

make money by having the town locat- 
ed on the Jand he had fenced. This 
he succeeded in doing, after which he 
and his wife toured Kansas and Ok- 


lahoma, inducing people to go there 
and settle. Lots were sold to them 
for $5 each. Before long he had sev- 


eral hundred people there. The In- 
dians did not offer any objection to 
the arrival of all these strangers, but 
the incursion did not please them any 
too well. One night after a number 
of houses had been built the settlers 
were alarmed to hear war whoops in 
the near-by timber. Mrs. Blackwell 
Suspected that the Cherokees were 
coming to drive the whites away, per- 
haps to slaughter them. She hurried 
out to meet the angry redskins, and 
after much parley induced them to 
forego for a time their bloody purpose. 
The Indians retired for a time, but fin- 
ally said they were not to be stopped, 
and that the trespassers must leave at 
once. This was impossible, of course, 
and Col. Blackwell offered to suffer if 
any crime had been committed. He 
was reminded that death was the pen- 
alty for selling land to the whites as 
he had done. The colonel was taken 
to Claremore, where a council of In- 
dians condemned him to be shot. His 
wife managed to set him at liberty, and 
he is now a fugitive from Indian ter- 
ritory. Meantime more settlers lo- 
cated at David, until about 1,000 whites 
were living there. Then the Indians 
brought suit for trespass against them, 
intrusion on such lands being a viola- 
tion of both federal and Indian law. 
Judge Springer declared against the 
Whites and threatened to confiscate 
their property. They at once had it 
transferred into Mrs. Blackwell’s name 
the Cherokees agreeing to this, as she 
had Indiati blood in her veins. She 
now has the rightful ownership to ev- 
erything in the city of David, a thriv- 
ing town of over 1,000 inhabitants,with 
every regulation of a city. She appre- 
ciates the kindness of the whites in the 
past, however, and no rent is charged, 
and everything moves on as before. 


Effective Trimming. 


A trimming for a house dress, very 
light in weight, but exceedingly effec- 
tive, is made from very narrow gauze 
or taffeta ribbon, gathered either at 
one edge or in the middle, and sewed 
upon the skirt to form an all-over de- 
sign. The entire skirt may be carried 
with the ruches, or they may form a 
deep garniture at the hem, bands 
around the skirt, an apron or overskirt 
simulated by curved or rectangular 
rows, a polonaise effect, or a peplum 
or basque outline. A stylish model has 
a band of this trimming about four 
inches wide, arranged in a Greek de- 
sign at the foot of the skirt. This 
covers at least 18 inches of the dis- 
tance from foot to waistline. A band 
about three inches wide divides the 
space between the top of the flounce 
and the belt. This is in Greek design, 
also. The waist front and back are in 
all-over pattern, and the upper half 
of each sleeve is completely covered. 
The collar has a very fine ruching 
around the margin and a band of the 
trimming at the outer edge. A long 
cloak has a garniture somewhat simi- 
lar, but made of rather thick satin 
ribbon one inch wide. The ribbon has 
a corded edge; the gathering is done 
with very heavy silk twist in three 
rows exactly through the middle 
lengthwise. There are novelty garni- 
tures made of silk and ribbon, fashion- 
ed into flowers, leaves and stems.

BUSINESS MEN'S GLASS, 


The Problem of the Unemployed, and 
the Duty of the Chureh In tige 
Pr mises, Discussed By the Busin: ss 
Men’s Class of the 
Church. 

The business men’s class of the Con- 
gregational chureh discussed the sub- 
ject, “The problem of the unemployed 
and the duty of the church in the prem- 
ises,” yesterday morning. 

Judge Newkirk, in introducing the 
leader of the discussion—Senator An- 
drew Campbell—stated that there seems 
to be some diversity of opinion regard- 
ing the functions and duty of the 
church to society. It has been contend- 
ed that churches should regulate gam- 
bling and other evils of society—should 
control politics, and now we are to dis- 
cuss the control by churches of the un- 
employed. The judge said that in many 
secret societies it is customary to ask, 
before closing the meeting, whether 
there is any brother who is in distress 
and needs assistance. or whether there 
are any brethren who are out of em- 
ployment and whom some brother of 
the society may be able to assist in that 
direction. To that extent, surely, these 
societies are a blessing, and the judge 
thought that it might be a heneiicial 
step if something similar could be asked 
from the pulpit. 

Senator Campbell said in part: ‘‘The 
unemployed are those out of work and 
are formed from many different classes, 
but may be divided into three classes: 
First, those unable to work; second, 
those who are willing but cannot find 
work, and, third, those who will not 
work. ; 

“The strongest nation is that in which 
the individual man is most healthful 
and most independent. All movements 
to make good governments provide for 
the people either by constant empl >y- 
ment or some fallacy to make the gov- 
ernment support individuals instead of 
making the people support the govern- 
ment will deteriorate character and 
life, — 

“The church is interested in bringing 
into effective social control ethical ideas 
established by Christ. Two bodies of 
men developed the doctrines of the 
church. On one side were the scholars, 
bishops and dignitaries who met in ccu- 
menical council and determined and de- 
fined creeds. On the other side were 
the great body of Christians who had to 
do with the world, who were grappling 
with the conditions, and from these 
the outside world made up their minds 
what they had a right to expect from 
Christians. 

“We interpret the significance of any 
living institution not by its creed and 
declaration of principles, which we esel- 
dom read, but by the actual manifesta- 
tions when it attempts to make over 
the truth thus stated into direct ex- 
pressions of free living.” 

The senator then stated that in his 
opinion, anyone who set conscientious- 
ly about could find work if he wished 
it; that (the senator) never was a day 
without work; that he did aot assent 
to the doctrine ‘“‘that the world owed 
every man a living.” He stated that 
while the church should use its influ- 
ence in the directio of right and every- 
thing that is morally good, he did not 
think that the functions of the church 
were temporal but that the mission of 
the church was purely spiritual. 

The opinions of others in the class 
-varied somewhat from the views ex- 

pressed by Senator Campbell. It was 

admitted that the spiritual elevation of 
members of the church would indirectly

In Saturday’s issue of The Times you 
publish a list of fifty missionaries, grad- 
uates of the University of Michigan, 
who, ignoring purse and scrip and all 
mercenary and worldly considerations, 
have gone to spread the gospel among 
the benighted heathen of foreign lands. 
More than half of them were women 
and more than three-fifths of them 
were graduates of the medical depart- 
ment. It is a great record. Few people 
reaiize that the medical department of 
our university has come to be one of 
the principal irnstrumentalities in the 
country in preparing men and women 
for foreign missionary work.

- ‘Mie-fact-is. if the 
ordinary missionary is to be believed, 
that the heathen everywhere are hun- 
gering aud thirsting for the gospel— 


“eager to renounce the religion of their 


own grandmothers for the sake of 
adopting the religion of the grand- 
mothers of the missionaries. The heath- 
en, too, with a curious disinterested- 
ness or oriental thrift are willing to 
turn over their children—called by mis- 
Sionary courtesy ‘“‘orphans’’—to be 
clothed, fed and educated by missionary 


funds. This glorious work shall be en- 
couraged. The hat cannot be passed 
too often. If our little children have 


any pennies, instead of being allowed to 
spend them for candy, which is sure 
to injure their teeth, they should be en- 
couraged to give them to aid on this 
glorious cause. We need not be sur- 
prised at the interest our medical de- 
partment takes in missionary affairs 
for one of its most popular professors 
was Once a missionary in China, and it 
would be interesting and it would satis- 
fy a morbid curiosity in some of our

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ALIVE. 
New Arrangement of Grave Signals For 
This Purpose. 


Count Michael von Karnice Kar- 
nicki, the czar’s chamberlain, has in- 
vented and perfected an exceedingly 
clever apparatus for the prevention of 
that bugbear of the nervous, a living 
burial. The apparatus was offered as 
a gift to the -French government, who 
still have its acceptance under consid- 
eration. A tube protrudes four feet 
to four feet and a half above the sur- 
face of the grave, and upon the top of 
it is fixed a small metal box with a 
spring lid. 

To the lower end of the tube, which 
Just enters the upper lid of the coffin, 
is fixed an india rubber ball, charged 
pretty fully with air, so that the 
slightest extra pressure upon it would 
cause a discharge of air upward 
through the tube and thereby release 
the lid of the box, which springs open 
at the slightest pressure. The opening 
of the lid automatically raises a small 
flag, and sets an electric belf in mo- 
tion, which rings immediately over 
the grave and in the sexton’s house, 
where it also releases a flap which 
indicates the grave over which the 
box has opened. As will be seen, the 
slightest sign of breathing on the part 
of the buried person or the slightest 
motion of the heart will suffice to open 
the box and sound the alarm, and the 
open box, by a clever and intricate lit- 
tle mechanism, pumps a sufficient 
quantity of air down into the coffin to 
preserve the buried person from suffo- 
cation while assistance is arriving. 

Count Karnicki, it may be added, is 
firmly convinced that thousands of 
persons are buried alive every year in

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The business men’s class of the Con- 
eregational church discussed the sub- 
ject, “The problem of the unemployed 
and the duty of the church in the prem- 
ises,” yesterday morning. 

Judge Newkirk, in introducing the 
leader of the discussion—Senator An- 
drew Campbell—stated that there seems 
to be some diversity of opinion regard- 
ing the functions and duty of the 
church to society. It has been contend- 
ed that churches should regulate gam- 
bling and other evils of society—should 
control politics, and now we are to dis- 
cuss the control by churches of the un- 
employed. The judge said that in many 
secret societies it is customary to ask, 
before closing the meeting, whether 
there is any brother who is in distress 
and needs assistance. or whether there 
are any brethren who are out of em- 
ployment and whom some brother of 
the society may be able to assist in that 
direction. To that extent, surely, these 
societies are a blessing, and the judge 
thought that it might be a heneticial 
step if something similar could be asked 
from the pulpit. 

Senator Campbell said in part: “The 
unemployed are those out of work and 
are formed from many different classes, 
but may be divided into three classes: 
First, those unable to work; second, 
those who are willing but cannot find 
work, and, third, those who will not 
work. . 

“The strongest nation is that in which 
the individual man is most healthful 
and most independent. All movements 
to make good governments provide for 
the people either by constant empl )y- 
ment or some fallacy to make the gov- 
ernment support individuals instead of 
making the people support the govern- 
ment will deteriorate character and 
life. 

“The church is interested in bringing 
into effective social control ethical ideas 
established by Christ. Two bodies of 
men developed the doctrines of the 
church. On one side were the scholars, 
bishops and dignitaries who met in ccu- 
menical council and determined and de- 
fined creeds. On the other side were 
the great body of Christians who kad to 
do with the world, who were grappling 
with the conditions, and from these 
the outside world made up their minds 
what they had a right to expect from 
Christians. | 

“We interpret the significance of any 
living institution not by its creed and 
declaration of principles, which we gel- 
dom read, but by the actual manifesta- 
tions when it attempts to make over 
the truth thus stated into direct ex- 
pressions of free living.” 

The senator then stated that in his 
opinion, anyone who set conscientious- 
ly about could find work if he wished 
it; that (the senator) never was a day 
without work; that he did ot assent 
to the doctrine ‘‘that the world owed 
every man a living.” He stated that 
while the church should use its influ- 
ence in the directio of right and every- 
thing that is morally good, he did not 
think that the functions of the church 
were temporal but that the mission of 
the church was purely spiritual. 

The opinions of others in the class 
varied somewhat from the views ex- 
pressed by Senator Campbell. It was 
admitted that the spiritual elevation of 
members of the church would indirectly |

He recovered 
and lived twenty-five years afterward. 
The story reads like fiction, but doc- 
tors, who are not afraid to try experi- 
ments in desperate cases, frequently 
effect what may be termed miracles.

Board of Public Works Got After the 
Evil Spirits in the Hawkins 
House Water Meter. 


The staia an dignified board of pub- 
lic works assumed Saturday the new 
role of spirit investigators and ghost 
hunters and started an active 
campaign against the Hawkins house 
water, which has been of late so un- 
eannily behaving itself. Armed with a 
plumber, a complete set of tools, unli- 
mited material for taking notes and 
the judicial air becoming investigators 
a descent was made upon the afflicted 
meter and a careful diagnosis of its 
case was made. For the space of an 
hour the poor patient was thumped, 
bled, its pulse tested, its tongue ex- 
amined and the various other mystify- 
ing rites of the, successful physician 
gone through with and then an adjourn- 
ment from the cold cellar was made and 
the findings collated. 

The board has discovered. 

1. That when the water is shut off 
in the supply pipe a few feet from the 
meter it stops working, 

2 That there is a slight flow through 
the meter while all faucets, closets, 
etc., in the house are shut off. 

3. That the meter registers 14% per 
cent more water than passes through 
it (this last was found by cisconnect- 
ing the meter and sending through it 
a known quantity of water.) 

The result of the investig:tion is not 
equally satisfactory to the proprietor 
of the Hawkins House and the Board. 
‘While the meter is shown to be inac- 
curate and over jealous in the city’s 
behalf there is by No means the ap- 
parent error which Mr. Lepper thinks 
to exist. When asked about the matter 
he said: “No, I am not satisfied by the 
results of the inspection. To say that 
that meter only registers one and one- 
tenth per cent out of the way! Why, 
any one knows that we use more water 
in the Cook House than we do here and 
in the face of that I am charged $350 a 
year by the city of Ypsilanti and $130 
per year by the corporation which con- 
trols the water plant in Ann Arbor. 
I am pretty willing to pay a fair price 
for the water used in this house, but 
$350, never.” 

“No, I don’t know what they are 
going to do about it, they didn’t say.” 

“What is my stand in the matter? 
Why it’s simply that I will not pay any 
such bills as they have been sending 
in to me since I have had that meter 
put in. If they wish to shut of the 
meter supply, all right. I shall close 
up the house at once-and will then suc 
the city for damages. They would then 
have to prove that the meter is right 
or it would go hard with them. It’s no 
matter of personal feeling on my part, 
but I simply want my rights.”

_ Evils Should Be Cured Without Refere | 


ence to the Individual. 


Carroll D. Wright, United States | 


commissioner of labor, addressed an 
audience in Baltimore upon “The econ- 
omic side of charity.” He said. in part: 

“The social order of the world, in- 
cluding science and religion, depends 
for its development upon economic se- 
curity. Hence every form of charity 
must be considered in connection with 
social economics. In that great com- 
mandment of God, ‘Multiply and re- 


The questions of 


Charity 
stirs men to altruistic endeavor. In 
the charge of a society are many who 
are now unfitted for a higher condi- 
tion of things, and it is to change this 
and prevent its perpetuity that we 
have to face.” 

Mr. Wright then spoke strongly 
against street beggary, saying that it 
has become a regular calling in life, 
and one that is profitable and one that 
will not cease to be profitable so long 
as the gypsy element is in existence, 


free from notes to meet, bills to pay | 


or other kindred cares. He said: 
“I never give a dime to a man on 
the street without feeling that I am 
& meaner man for doing it, and realiz- 
ing that I do him more injury than if 
I had withheld it. This sort of thing 
almost makes me an advocate of a 
law making it a crime for persons to 
give money on the streets. It is a 
hard thing for a decent man to realize 
that almost every one who asks for 
alms on the street is a professional 
beggar. Even the children who beg 
are sent out by persons for that pur- 
pose. This is one of the great prob- 
lems of charity, and we must attack 
it without delay. 
“A man who knows one thing, and 
knows it well, is educated, and a man 
who is capable of making his living 
honestly without burdening society is 
splendidly educated, even though he 
has not been through a university or 
had a college course. The man who 
has nothing to invest but the skill of 
his hand or his power of labor must 
invest it to-day or he will not invest 
it at all. How are we to arrange mat- 
ters so that he can invest his capital 
i now? How hard it ts for such a man 
to accept eharity, and the dread of it 
| is terrible to him. He knows if he ac- 
cepts something for nothing that it will 
lead him to shirk and continue to do 
so until he sinks into degradation. 
There is no more vicious thought in 
economic circles than that ‘the world 
owes us a living.’ 

“Modern charity aims to help some- 
body without hurting somebody else, 
but modern charity should undertake 


reference to the individual. Judicious 
charity must bridge over this condi- 
tion of economic insecurity. We must 
give employment, mental and muscu- 
lar; help men to help themselves. 
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This economic value of charity is to 
be found in the new system of ethics 
that is arising. When charity does 
not aim to bring about economic se- 
curity it cripples the very thing it pro- 
duces. True charity, as exercised to- 
day, undertakes to prevent the collec- 
tion of criminals by making economic 
conditions better, surer and securer, 
This is the work that confronts us. A 
| new struggle for the life of others is 
arising, and men realize that what 
they do for other men is more than 
| anything they can do for themselves.”

Board of Public Works Got After the 
Evil Spirits in the Hawkins 
House Water Meter. 


The staia an: dignified board of pub- 
lic works assumed Saturday the new 
role of spirit investigators and ghost 
hunters and started an active 
campaign against the Hawkins house 
water, which has been of late so un- 
cannily behaving itself. Armed with a 
plumber, a complete set of tools, unli- 
mited material for taking notes and 
the judicial air becoming investigators 
a descent was made upon the afflicted 
meter and a careful diagnosis of its 
case was made. For the space of an 
hour the poor patient was thumped, 
bled, its pulse tested, its tongue ex- 
amined and the various other mystify- 
ing rites of the» successful physician 
gone through with and then an adjourn- 


is | ment from the cold cellar was made and 


the findings collated. 

The board has discovered. 

1. That when the water is shut off 
in the supply pipe a few feet from the 
meter it stops working, 

2. That there is a slight flow through 
the meter while all faucets, closets, 
etc., in the house are shut off. 

3. That the meter registers 144 per 
cent more water than passes through 
it (this last was found by cisconnect- 
ing the meter and sending through it 
a known quantity of water.) 

The result of the investigztion is not 
equally satisfactory to the proprietor 
of the Hawkins House and the Board. 
‘While the meter is shown to be inac- 
curate and over jealous in the city’s 
behalf there is by No means the ap- 
parent error which Mr. Lepper thinks 
to exist. When asked about the matter 
he said: “No, I am not satisfied by the 
results of the inspection. To say that 
that meter only registers one and one- 
tenth per cent out of the way! Why, 
any one knows that we use more water 
in the Cook House than we do here and 
in the face of that I am charged $350 a 
year by the city of Ypsilanti and $130 
per year by the corporation which con- 
trols the water plant in Ann Arbor. 
I am pretty willing to pay a fair price 
for the water used in this house, but 
$300, never.” 

“No, I don’t know what they are 
going to do about it, they didn’t say.” 

“What is my stand in the matter? 
Why it’s simply that I will not pay any 
such bills as they have been sending 
in to me since I have had that meter 
put in. If they wish to shut of the 
meter supply, all right. I shall close 
up the house at once-and will then suc 
the city for damages. They would then 
have to prove that the meter is right 
or it would go hard with them. It’s no 
matter of personal feeling on my part, 
but I simply want my rights.” 


IN THE SPRING, 


“When do the Episcopalians expect to 
begin the construction of their pro- 
posed rectory?’’ was asked Samuel Post, 
a prominent member of the church 
vestry. ‘‘Well, it will probably be start- 
ed in the spring, he answerec.

“I never give a dime to a man on 
the street without feeling that I am 
a meaner man for doing it, and realiz- 


ing that I do him more injury than if. 


I had withheld it. This sort of thing 
almost makes me an advocate of a 
law making it a crime for persons to 
give money on the streets. It is a 
hard thing for a decent man to realize 
that almost every one who asks for 
alms on the street is a professional 
beggar. Even the children who beg 
are sent out by persons for that pur- 
pose. This is one of the great prob- 
lems of charity, and we must attack 
it without delay. 

“A man who knows one thing, and 
knows it well, is educated, and a man 
who is capable of making his living 
honestly without burdening society is 
splendidly educated, even though he 
has not been through a university or 
had a college course. The man who 
has nothing to invest but the skill of 
his hand or his power of labor must 
invest it to-day or he will not invest 
it at all. How are we to arrange mat- 
ters so that he can invest his capital 
now? How hard it ts for such a man 
to accept eharity, and the dread of it 
is terrible to him. He knows if he ac- 
cepts something for nothing that it will 
lead him to shirk and continue to do 
so until he sinks into degradation. 
There is no more vicious thought in 
economic circles than that ‘the world 
owes us a living.’ 

“Modern charity aims to help some- 
body without hurting somebody else, 
but modern charity should undertake 
to cure evils wherever found, without. 
reference to the individual. Judicious 
charity must bridge over this condi- 
tion of economic insecurity. We must 
give employment, mental and muscu- 
lar; help men to help themselves, 
GAL-—SIX. 

This economic value of charity is to 
be found in the new system of ethics 
that is arising. When charity does 
not aim to bring about economic se- 
curity it cripples the very thing it pro- 
duces. True charity, as exercised to- 
day, undertakes to prevent the collec- 
tion of criminals by making economic 
conditions better, surer and securer, 
This is the work that confronts us. A 
new struggle for the life of others is 
arising, and men realize that what 
they do for other men is more than 
anything they can do for themselves.” 


Practical Charity. 

A curious history is that of a little 
health resort in Bavaria. A thousand 
years ago some Benedictine monks 
discovered a small sulphur spring on 
a mountain near Munich; there they 
built a hospital, which they kept in 
their own hands until about ninety 
years ago, when it was bought by 
King Maximilian of Bavaria, who 
filed it with sick poor. On the death 
of the king it was found by his grand- 
son, Duke Theodor, that his funds did 
not suffice to keep up the charity. Af- 
ter iong and earnest converse with his 
brothers the kindly and practical 
prince erected new buildings and
